This is Mr. Hoskier’s first word since 1890. It is intended as a supplement to 
and complement of the works of Cureton, Crowfoot, Baethgen, Rendel Harris, Chase, 
Lewis, Hjelt, Ciasca, Hill, Hogg, and others on the ‘* Old Syriac,’”’ Diatessaron arab., 
and the earliest Versions, with special reference to the Keys afforded in the Latin 
documents of every age.

These magnificent prints, several costing as much as 31s 6d each, 
were published by subscription and at long intervals. Sir Joseph 
Banks, upon an occasion of addressing the Society of Antiquaries, said, 
in reference to the representations of mosaic pavements in the above 
work, ‘‘ Others have shown us what they thought these remains ought 
to have been, but Fowler has shown us what they are, and this is what 
we want.” For graphic truthfulness and effect, these representations 
have never been equalled. The prorpectuses are very interesting and 
of great rarity. The average issue of each plate was under 40 copies. 

The ingenious Mr. Fowler was originally a builder aud architect on 
a limited scale. The difficulties he had to encounter in executing the 
present work were almost insurmountable. The work, which is scru- 
pulously correct in all its features, is entirely his own. The drawing, 
the engraving, the preparation of the colours, and even the making of 
the paper, for he could get no paper-maker to undertake it, are all the 
work of his own hands.

My Ladye Nevill’s Book, the earliest of the four famous collections of virginal 
music by twenty years, is perhaps the least known of them all, in spite of being 
second in importance to the Fitzwilliam Virginal Book.
